Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Littlefield 
(patent No. 4,949,280). 

3. Littlefield taught the invention as claimed including a data processing ("DP") 
system as claimed including a data processing ("DP") system comprising: 

a) First processor (one of the processors designated by the number 12) (e.g., 
see figs 1 ,2) for performing first calculations and transmitting the first calculations in a 
first data stream (e.g., see figs. 1,2,3 and col. 4, line 60-col. 5, line 43); 

b) Second processor (another of the processors designated by the number 12) 
for performing second graphic calculations and transmitting said second graphic 
calculations the second graphics calculations in a second stream (e.g., see figs. 1,2,3 
and col. 4, line 60-col. 5, line 60); and 

c) Interface circuit (18) for receiving the first data stream and the second data 
stream and for determining whether the first data stream or the second data stream is 
transmitted to a third processor (20) for rendering (sorting the pixel fragment information 
to determine the final visibility and colors)(e.g., see fig. 2 and col. 5, line 44-col. 6, lines 
68).
